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OOEPOEATION  OF  THE  OITY  OF  NANAIMO. 

REVENUE  BY-LAW,  1385. 

I17HEKEAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  raising  a 
V\  Municipal  Revenue,  in  confoi'inity  wnth  the 
“Municipality  Act  1881,”  the  “Municipality  Amend- 
ment Act,  1882,”  the  “Municipality  Amendment  Act, 
1884,”  and  the  “Municipality  Amendment  Act,  188.3.” 

Re  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  City  of  Nanaimo,  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Nanaimo  Revenue  By-Laws  of  1875,  1870, 
1878,  1881,  and  1882  are  hereby  repealed,  exce))ting  so 
far  as  may  be  retiuired  for  securing  and  enforcing  the 
payment  of  any  rates  and  taxes  now  outstanding  or  in 
arrear,  or  the  recovery  of  any  pen.alty  thereunder. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law,  the 
general  municipal  revenue  of  the  city  shall  be  rai:<ed, 
levied,  and  collected,  for  the  use  of  the  Coi'poration, 
from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

3.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied,  and  colle.eteil,  in 
each  year,  upon  all  the  real  property  mentioned  in  the 
Assessment  Roll,  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the 
city,  an  equal  I'ate  of  ojie  per  cent,  on  the  asses.sed 
value  thereof,  as  .appears  by  the  said  roll. 

4.  The  said  r.ates  shall  be  due  and  payable  l)y  the 
person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Collector 
of  the  Municipal  Council,  at  his  oflice  in  the  City 
Council  Chambers,  Front  .Street,  Nanaimo,  on  the  first 
daj'  of  .Tilly  in  each  year. 

5.  There  shall  be  assessed,  levied,  and  collected  upon 
and  from  the  owner  of  every  dog  within  the  city  limits, 
an  annual  tax  of  §1  for  each  such  dog;  and  for  this 
purjiose  the  harbourer  of  any  dog  for  the  space  of  one 
w'eek  shall  be  deemed  the  owner  thereof.
